(b)  EVALUATION:  By  using  a  pneumatic  oiler  total  cleaning  time  Is  cut 
to  10  mimtes.  This  is  due  to  the  feet  that  no  disassembly  or  reassembly 
is  necessar\ 

(c)  REC CMME > 'DAT 7 ON ■  When  cleaning  teletypewriters  a  pneumatic  oiler, 
loaded  with  solvent,  be  used.  The  oiler  should  be  attached  to  an  air 
hose  having  1 0-25  lbs  psi, 

(2)  Binding  Post  ftar  Power  &>pp1_t,  PP-990 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  During  an  operation  at  an  isolated  site  a  binding 
post  on  the  po’-er  supply,  PP-990,  was  found  to  be  defective  and  requited 
replacement  on  site  since  no  bac'mp  tw*er  supply  was  aveilAble. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  A  binding  post  from  a  Junction  boat,  J-1077,  was  used 
as  a  field  expedient.  This  proved  very  satisfactory  and  prevented  long

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  ■  Any  unit  needing  a  binding  post  fbr  the  PP-990 

in  a  similar  situation,  utilize  a  binding  post  from  the  Junction  Box,  J-1077, 

( 3)  Reperforator  Tapes  in  Cornu nl cation  Facilities 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Generally  reperforator  tapes  aw  allowed  to  run  on 
tbo  floor  when  punching  or  trananitting.  As  a  result  the  tapes  pick  up 
dust  and  dirt  from  the  floor  subject  to  being  tangled,  stepped  on,  etc. 

This  dirt  travels  vith  the  tape  into  the  perforator  causing  maintenance 
problems  and  ewntually  unnecessary  breakdown, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Much  of  this  difficulty  can  he  eliminated  ty  Placing  a 
container  underneath  the  equirment  to  catch  the  tape  as  it  is  punched.  An 
effective  container  can  be  built  from  scrap  wood.  The  dimensions  of  the 
container  should  be  2  feet  lory;  by  2  inches  wide  ty  6  inches  deep.  Such 
a  container  has  been  tested  and  found  to  meet  all  the  requirements.

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Recommend  all  Conmcenter  facilities  having  a 
tape  punch  capability  construct  and  utilize  a  container  to  catch  the 
tape,  thus  preventing  the  collection  of  dirt  and  dust  on  the  tape* 

(4)  Cable  Hardware  for  Concrete  French  Power  Poles 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  During  a  recent  cable  project  in  Hue,  cable  was  to 
be  fastened  to  the  local  French  power  poles.  While  surveying  the  job,  it 
was  found  that  hardware  which  would  not  permanently  alter  the  concrete 
French  power  poles  would  have  to  be  used. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  To  solve  this  problem,  cross  arm  braces  were  bent  to 
fit  around  the  pole.  Holes  were  then  drilled  and  a  bolt  placed  through 
the  holes  so  that  a  normal  suspension  clamp  could  be  used.  Since  the 
poles  get  larger  at  the  base  this  will  prevent  the  braces  from  slipping 
down.  By  using  this  field  expedient  the  cables  can  permanently  be 
installed  without  altering  the  poles. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Recommend  that  any  unit  faced  with  the  problem 
cf  Installing  cable  on  French  concrete  poles  found  in  Vietnam  utilize  the 
above  mentioned  field  expedient. 

(5)  Mounting  of  IRC-24  Antennas  Atop  an  AB-216  Tower 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  In  order  to  prevent  costly  down  tine  a  technics 
had  to  be  devised  to  mount  antenna  reflector  screens  to  an  AB-2i6  tower. 

(b)  EVALUATION-  One  antenna  mast  section  from  the  AT-90#  vrPS  affixed* 
through  the  use  of  two  "U"  bolts  positioned  annroximately  three  fbet 
apart,  to  one  of  the  corner  posts  of  the  top  tenor  section.  The 
reflector  screens  «ere  then  mounted  on  the  AT-f>C36's  H  Fr^ms  which  was 
placed,  on  top  of  the  oust  section  enabling  the  screen  to  be  rotated 

a  full  3^0  degrees  to  the  desired  azimuth.  The  bolts  at  the  H  Frame 
were  tightened,  thus  securing  the  ante  rna  screens  in  no  sit  ion  nroviding 
maximum  line  of  eight  antenna  orientation.  Four  such  mast  section 
configurations  can  be  mounted  in  this  manner. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Any  unit  needing  to  mount  TRC-24  antennas  to 
get  maximum  line  of  sight  antenna  orientation  at  a  minimum  down  time 
should  use  the  techniaue  described  above. 

(6)  Field  Expedient  for  Splicing  Tent 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Many  times  a  splicing  section  may  find  that  they 
must  work  in  inclement  weather  when  there  is  no  snlicing  tent  available. 
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SUBJECT:  Operational  Report  of  Eeadqe  enters  63rd  Signal  Battalion  (Army) 
for  Period  Ending  3°  Anril  19^9,  RCS  C§POV65  (Rl) 

(b)  EVALUATION:  It  was  found  recently  that  by  using  a  light  weight 
cable  rack  with  the  canvas  from  a  2^  ton  truck  draped  over  it  one  can 
have  a  suitable  substitute  for  a  ground  splicing  test. 

(o)  HEC Cl  RTENDATTOK :  It  is  recommended  that  if  a  ground  splicing  tent 
is  not  available  during  incliraate  weather,  a  splicing  team  should  use 
the  above  field  expedient. 

(7)  Speedy  Installation  of  Cable 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Recently,  a  unit  was  called  u^on  to  install  emergency 
cable  in  order  to  taut  into  service  telephones  which  ’-ere  out.  l>ie  to 
the  lack  of  material  and  tine  element  involved,  normal  construction 
practices  v/ere  not  used. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Two  each  25  pair  telephone  cables  were  installed  in 
the  same  manner  as  installing  spiral  4  cable  using  marline,  lacing 
clamps  and  no  messenger. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Although  installation  of  this  nature  is  not 
proper  and  will  eventually  lead  to  trouble,  commercial  cables  can  be 
installed  in  the  same  manner  as  field  cables  if  required  in  emergencies. 

(3)  Rustproof! ng  and  Painting  Signal  Boui’vnent 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Frequently  personnel  have  been  obseir’ed.  using  steel 
wool  to  prepare  metal  surfaces  of  signal  equipment  for  rustnroofLng 

and  painting.  Minute  particles  frequently  enter  cases  and  cause  harmful 
internal  shortings  or  grounding  of  circuits. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  tyhen  a  touch-up  job  is  necessary,  use  No,  00  or 
No.  000  sandpaper  to  clean  the  surface  to  the  bare  metal.  This  gives 
a  bright  finish  and  eliminates  foreign  Particles  from  getting  into  the 
internal  Parts  of  the  equipment,
